Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 5-10 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is not disclosed or made obvious by the prior art of record, specifically In 
combination with the limitation of "each of said first and second light receiving elements 
for light amount monitoring has an angular width that is an integer multiple of an angular 
interval of light intensity distribution, on surfaces of said first and second light receiving 
elements for light amount monitoring, of the light emitted from said light source and that 
has passed through said optical slit".
